“There are two ways of dealing with aeronauts; the first is 
to invite them to dinner and offer them beds for the night; the 
other is to make an extortionate claim for damages and carry 
them before the magistrates as trespassers. The latter practice is 
much in vogue in rustic regions.” 

Thus spoke a daring breed of Americans in the 1850’s—men 
who believed the balloon was the vehicle destined to accomplish 
man’s age-old dream of extraterrestrial locomotion. With Brass 
and Gas recaptures the voices and the spirit of this lost era—in 
the tragi-comic accounts of the balloonists themselves, the 


speculations of the press, and the outraged shouts of startled 
farmers whose cattle and children had been scattered by the 
descending gas-bags. 

Here is America caught up in an adventure not too dissimilar 
from that of the modern astronauts. But for the adventuring 
balloonists, it was quite a different sort of experience. “We saw 
chubby boys watching us, blubbering as if they were mad. Some 
men, more determined than the rest, fired off guns at us. I saw 
several mammas, pointing us out to stubborn babies, with an 
attitude which seemed to say that our balloon was Old Bogey. 
Other women raised their hands against us, and at their signal, 
many others ran away, making the sign of the cross.” 

Munson Baldwin, a California researcher, brings to this 
chronicle much more than an academic knowledge of his subject. 
He is actively involved in the twentieth-century revival of sport 
ballooning.

A Positive View of the Sexual Revolution 
BY HANS HOFMANN

Sex, according to Hofmann, has been happily liberated from the 
Victorian bedroom. It has become “a commodity, a symbol of 
emancipation, a key ingredient in advertising, and the most 
enduring of the modern ‘kicks.’” Yet it can also, if understood 
and wisely approached, serve as an indicator of how mature and 
human we are. 

The critical feature of the sexual revolution is that the tradi¬ 
tional means of defining and regulating sexual behavior have been 
dissipated through social change, and responsibility has been 
thrust upon each man and woman to create constructive meaning 
and regulation for his own sexuality. “If we are actually experi¬ 
encing a sexual revolution, and not just perennial anxieties blown 
out of proper perspective, then the crisis has to do with the 
quality, not the quantity, of sex. . . . What way of life would 


be most congenial to our understanding of the possibilities in¬ 
herent in sex? Can we bring that way of life into being?” 

Writing for both youth and adults, Hofmann explains how sex 
can be incorporated into our total life-awareness in a construc¬ 
tive, rewarding manner. His discussion places in proper context 
such problems as premarital sexual relations, homosexuality, sex 
and divorce, bachelorhood, etc. 

Hans Hofmann brings to this book a rich and appropriate 
background. A native of Switzerland, he taught at the Harvard 
Divinity School and Princeton Theological Seminary, and was 
director of Harvard’s Project on Religion and Mental Health. 
The author of four previous books on theology, the ministry, and 
mental health, he is now president of the Institute for Human 
Development , Cambridge, Massachusetts.

THE POLITICS OF GOD 

BY JOSEPH R. WASHINGTON, JR. 

The stirring echo of Old Testament trumpets mingles with learned 
theology in this provocative call for Negro acceptance of a 
“chosen people” mission to mankind. And white Christianity 
receives some stern, prophetic rebukes in the process. 

In Black Religion (Beacon, 1964), Dr. Washington appealed to 
white Christian reasonableness for a meaningful integration of 
the Negro church into the mainstream of American religion. But 
now, in The Politics of God, he reluctantly concludes: 

“Reason may well determine the attitudes and behavior of an 
elite, but it tends to be of merely academic significance to the 
general will of the people in the daily grind where it counts. . . . 
mainstream religion has been superseded by established white 
folk religion whose kingdom is a direct confrontation of the 
Kingdom of God. . . . Since for the foreseeable future institutions 
of religion dominated by Negroes will continue to exist in segrega¬ 
tion . . . the black hope of all mankind is the fixed presence of this 
people as the witness that God will not leave man to be satisfied 
with his group preferences without conflict within the Kingdom 
of God.” 

Washington (who earned his doctorate at Boston University 


and is the Dean of the Chapel and Associate Professor of Religion 
at Albion College) urges the Negro church to throw itself whole¬ 
heartedly into the arena of black politics—not to change the 
minds and hearts of dominant whites, but to change their world. 
God does not, in Washington’s interpretation, require that the 
Negro be pleasant about it. “Insofar as the Martin Luther King, 
Jr., nonviolent technique dominates through calling men to bleed 
in social action for the purpose of a hamburger and calling them 
back from bloodshed in social intercourse, it is guided by faith¬ 
lessness in God and distortion of the ‘suffering servant’ mission. 
. . . They must first seek the Kingdom of God and then all else 
will be added. This is not only black politics, it is good politics, 
it is . . . the politics of God!’ 

Just as Black Religion angered some people, and disturbed 
many, so will The Politics of God. But startling as it is, here is a 
compelling statement of social, political, and religious insights 
with which Americans, black and white, must come to terms in 
the immediate future.

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VIETNAM: THE LOGIC OF WITHDRAWAL 

BY HOWARD ZINN 

This is a studied rebuke of America’s military presence in 
Vietnam. 

Howard Zinn (ex-bombardier, historian, civil rights activist 
—who recently has made two trips to Japan to investigate how 
others see our war) analyzes—and finds unjustifiable—the costs 
of our remaining in what he calls a “theatre of the absurd.” 
The primary cost is in lives —American and Vietnamese—a cost 
which cannot be recovered, but which can be stopped. What 
must not happen, Zinn reminds us, is a repetition of what we 
experienced in Korea—where the killing went on during two 
years of negotiation, and the result was so unsatisfactory to all 
concerned that thousands were literally proved to have died in 
vain. 

But this is not the only cost; in money alone, the savings from 
a military withdrawal could provide $10 billion next year for 
building our own “Great Society” and another $10 billion for 
economic development in Southeast Asia. And the costs to 


America’s national honor and self-respect are incalculable when 
one views the war as the rest of the world sees it. 

In an eloquent concluding chapter, Zinn proposes a speech 
which he believes President Johnson should deliver—announcing 
and explaining our unilateral withdrawal from the war. To those 
who argue that America’s reputation would suffer, that there is 
an analogy to Munich, or that we must defeat communism in 
Vietnam or lose Southeast Asia—he offers logical rebuttals which 
are as realistic as they are right, and which would be welcomed 
around the world. 

Howard Zinn, Professor of Government at Boston University, 
earned his Ph.D. at Columbia. His previous books include 
SNCC: The New Abolitionists , The Southern Mystique , New Deal 
Thought , and LaGuardia in Congress . He has also written for 
many national magazines.

“Public education in America has become education in—and for

Thus Peter Schrag, associate education editor of Saturday 
Review , introduces his up-to-date report on urban school issues 
as they are being fought out in Boston. 

The Basic Problem: “At the Boston School Department, 
encrusted in a ten-story spittoon-age building . . . the old order is 
still intact. ...

Each year the children who attend these schools fall farther behind 
national norms.”

IN FAMINE’S SHADOW 
A Private War on Hunger 
BY MERVYN JONES

Over the door of a building in Calcutta hangs this blunt sign: 
“Home for Dying Destitutes.” Inside, rows of homeless and 
emaciated human beings await death without hope or protest. 
Thin mattresses and thinner meals have been so much a part of 
their lives that they are now accepted as normal conditions— 
rather than causes—of death. 

But half a world away, in England, a group of private citizens 
organized as the Oxford Committee for Famine Relief (Oxfam) 
has taken upon itself the twin tasks of offering help and hope 
to those who still suffer the relentless famine which stalks a 
majority of the world’s people. Established in the waning years 
of World War II to provide food for victims of the European 
blockade, Oxfam has grown into a sustained private “war 
against hunger” which now raises some £3,000,000 annually to 
combat famine and deprivation in the underprivileged areas of 
the world. 


average classroom is virtually unaffected.” 

The School Board's Dilemma: “For [Chairman] Eisenstadt, who 
knows that the system is political (‘you read in the papers that 
you have a lot of power and you begin to believe it’), the road 
to long-term success can only lie in moderation. He cannot play 
the great mother. . . .” 

A Vital Complication: As de facto racial segregation emerges 
as a roadblock to progress, committeewoman Louise Day Hicks 
“has achieved a notoriety that transcends the petty ambitions 
and the political grandstanding that have historically been 
associated with the Committee: She has become a force,a symbol, 
a specter ... a leading Northern representative of resistance to 
school desegregation.” 

The outcome of this complex interplay of personalities and 
problems may well measure America’s hope for educational 
progress in all cities. Schrag (whose articles have appeared in 
many major national magazines) brings down to specifics here 
the issues raised by his 1965 book on school politics and educational 
reform across the nation— Voices in the Classroom (Beacon Press).

Oxfam has, however, proved to be much more than a charitable 
dispenser of food for the hungry. By turning much of its attention 
to generating basic social reforms which will help the hungry feed f * 

themselves, it has documented a lesson which larger, public 
agencies are beginning to heed: that the hope of self-help is the 
most nourishing gift which can be provided to the destitute. 

“This,” says author Mervyn Jones, “is the high drama of what is 
happening around the world—change within the man and the 
woman who feels the puzzling stretch of new muscles of the mind.” 

While Oxfam, as a relatively small, private army in the war 
against mass starvation, lacks the resources to overcome its foe 
singlehandedly, Jones’s report shows how its skill and daring as 
a pathfinder are opening promising bridgeheads for others. 

Mervyn Jones, an assistant editor of Britain’s prestigious New 
Statesman , has written seven novels and three volumes of non¬ 
fiction—including his 1962 comparison of life in America and in 
Russia, The Antagonists.

STRATEGY FOR LABOR 
A Radical Proposal 
BY ANDRE GORZ 

TRANSLATED BY MARTIN NICOLAUS AND VICTORIA ORTIZ 

Those who feel that any basic social system needs constructive 
criticism—and that the most concrete form of criticism is the 
presentation of a feasible alternative—will welcome this thought¬ 
ful and positive book by a rising young French intellectual. 
Andre Gorz is attempting to rescue socialism from the ideological 
disarray into which it has been thrown by capitalist prosperity. 
He aims to show socialists how they can regain leadership of the 
labor movement, and to show labor how it can re-ignite its lost 
fervor for becoming the ruling class. And in the course of this 
interesting work, he manages to put his finger on a great deal that 
is wrong with the affluent societies of the industrialized nations. 

The basic problem, Gorz contends, is that the fat paychecks 
capitalist managers have been able to provide their workers have 
obsoleted labor’s old demands for a “fair share” of the rewards 
of production—but they have not resulted in a significantly better 
life for workers. Pointless consumption, dissatisfaction, the sub¬ 
mersion of the individual in an increasingly complex, dehuman¬ 


ized technological society—these are the contemporary symptoms 
of capitalism’s failure. 

Socialism’s new mission, as Gorz sees it, is to shift the attack 
on capitalism from how production rewards are divided to the 
basic question of what is produced. He does not advocate aban¬ 
doning “paycheck bargaining”; but he proposes that while labor 
unions are bargaining over pay and working conditions, they 
should mount a long-range campaign to gradually gain more and 
more power over what their labor is used to produce. They 
should insist that they, rather than management, have the right 
to make the choices between guns and butter—and that the 
ultimate aim is social need, not profitability. 

For those who accept his proposals, Gorz presents a well- 
thought-out strategy for obtaining that power without violence. 
As a French journalist who has studied the Common Market 
extensively, his examples are largely based on European ex¬ 
perience. But Americans will readily see the applicability of much 
that he says to our own problems of “discontent amidst pros¬ 
perity.”

For six years, the authors of The Fourth R experimented with 
just such an approach to the education of “drop-outs” who had 
failed to benefit from enrollment in some of America’s best 
private and public schools. Their report on this experience— 
much of it in dialogue form—provides insight into what is really 
happening when sensitive, intelligent, yet suspicious young 
people refuse to come to terms with the educational systems 
imposed upon them.

As a boy, E. G. Lee tried a very direct approach to God: he 
climbed to a hilltop and demanded an “understanding” with the 
deity. And he experienced a mystical moment “that touched me 
with inexplicable reality. There was my own joy. I could not run 
away from that. I went out seeking it again the following week 
and never found it, on the hill or by the wood. I never found it 
again.. . 

He descended again to the valleys of everyday life, and con¬ 
tinued his search in a distinguished career as a Unitarian clergy¬ 
man. Years later, his beloved wife was stricken by cancer. For 


returning these youngsters to productive participation in educa¬ 
tion—led to their founding of Remedial Scholastic Services, Inc., 
a special school in Cambridge, Massachusetts.

Proceeding from faith in their stu¬ 
dents’ abilities and sidetracked desires, the authors rightfully 
conclude: “If desperate students at RSS responded to such faith, 
teachers in regular schools would find it even more effective for 
those who are only temporarily wavering.”

Obviously the subject of Boston is at least semi-sacred, and 
George Weston begins very properly with a quote from the Book 
of Common Prayer: “I have considered the days of old: and the 
years that are past.” With significant new material on Boston’s 
modern drive for renovation, he also considers the years that are 
ahead. But this is no sociological tome. It is a delightfully guided 
tour of a colorful, changing city. 

Weston is more than a superb storyteller. He is exact, precise, 
his research is flawless, and he knows his city. He can see an 
idiosyncrasy with one eye closed, and an inconsistency with both 
eyes tight. But if he lets Dame Boston have it in the ribs oc¬ 
casionally, it is always done with a tender touch—never with a 
sneer. 

This is neither a guidebook nor a history—and yet in a very 


special way it offers something of both. The book rambles 
comfortably—to read it is a little like taking a series of strolls with 
an amiable friend who is well informed, and not averse to skipping 
casually from one century to another and back. Thus several pages 
are devoted to an account of a street brawl between a fire com¬ 
pany and a funeral cortege, while a battle of historic significance 
gets only a few lines. 

George Weston’s preparation for this book was long and 
thorough. A retired lecturer and Boston Traveler feature writer, 
he spent much of his leisure time for over twenty-five years 
exploring the sinuous streets of this intriguing city with note¬ 
book in hand. Readers of the widely-proclaimed original (1957) 
edition of Boston Ways will see in this updated version welcome 
proof that while Boston has changed, Weston remains as refresh¬ 
ing as ever.
